W estern interests in the programme 
of the conservation congress to be held 
in St. Paul on S. pt. 5, Ralph Whee 
lock, secretary to Governor K b ,'iiiart 
of Minnesota, addressed a conserva­ 
tion congress of governors and repro- 
I 
sed atives of the governors of W est­ 
ern and Northwestern states here. 
I 
W heelock said that while some plan 
to shut out the W estern interests may 
have existed this has all been read­ 
justed, and the programme now eon 
templates a full and complete oppor 
tunity for the presentation of the po­ 
sition of the W estern and Northwest­ 
ern states as regards conservation. 
Representing Governor Kberhart at 
the congress, but taking no part in 
the proceedings were Frank Kellogg, 
vice chairm an of the general board of 
managers 
of 
the 
conservation 
con­ 
gress; J. H. Reek, secretary of Min­ 
nesota' Jobbers* association, and Reu 
ben W arner, wholesaler of St. Paul. 
They brought the assurance of Gov­ 
ernor Kberhart that full representa­ 
tion w ill be accorded the West at the 
St. Paul congress. 
Conservation < f natural resources by 
the individual states for the benefit of 
the slates, and I it by the government, 
was the keynote of the paper and ad 
dresses at the congress of governors 
w hich convened lu re for a two days’ 
session. 
It was the unanimous senti­ 
ment that the West should not yield 
its resources into the hands of mo­ 
nopolies, and resolutions along these 
lines will be adop:ed. 


Governor H ay’s Subject. 


“ The M ilking of the W est bv the 
East,” was the term used by Go\ m e r 
M. K. Hay of Washington in discuss­ 
ing government control of natural re ­ 
sources. 
A common stand to be taken by tin 
W estern states as to conservation at 
the convention in St. Paul will ta1 the 
outcome of tin' meeting held here. 
It was announced by tile Minnesota 
delegation 
th: I 
their 
mission 
was 
sim ply to assure tin* W estern govern­ 
ors that there had been no collusion 
in the programme of the conservation 
congress and that W estern interests 
would receive full representation on 
the programme. 
In his address to the conference 
Governor H ay said: 
‘‘It is not my intention to bring poli­ 
tics into this matter. 
I have had no 
correspondence with the eminent cab­ 
inet officer from my own state since 
his return to his home from W ashing­ 
ton. 
“ As states we cannot exercise con­ 
trol over the national resources and 
w ill be glad to s e e those resources ra­ 
tionally conserved. 
Bul the natural 
resources, such as water power sites 
that belong to the states, should be 
controlled 
and 
conserved 
by 
the 
states.” 
Governor Brooks of W yom ing fol­ 
lowed, urging full representation of 
the W est at St. Paul, as did Governor 
Brady of Idaho and Senator Slither 
land of Utah. 
Senator Reed 
Smoot 
praised 
the 
plan of the national administration to 
elim inate all tillable land from forest 
reserves when it did not affect water­ 
sheds. 
He said he did not believe 
that Eastern interests were trying to 
control the W est.

Lewiston, Ida., Aug. 19.— A 
forest 
fire with a front ten miles long is 
roaring down the Clearwater river In 
the Clearwater forest reserve, driven 
by a gale of forty miles an hour. The 
town of Kooskia is threatened and 
hundreds of homesteaders have lied 
to the clearings and streams. 
Barts 
of national reserve and large areas 
that have been opened, which wert 
thought beyond 
any danger, are in 
imminent peril and will probably he 
burned over. Forest Supervisor Frank 
Fenn has 380 men fighting under hi: 
direction, but the high wind prevents 
back firing an/i makes it impossible 
to stop the course of the flames by 
trenching. 
In the Coeur d’Alene reserve the 
rising wind bas done less damage, as 
the quiet days enable the tire fighters 
to run two trenches a half mile apart 
and back lire between them ail around 
the blazes. 
The fires on Big creek, 
near the head of the St. Joe river, 
have run into thinner limber after de­ 
stroying one of the richest white pine 
regions 
In 
the 
Northwest. 
Troops 
have also been deta 
*d from the sum­ 
mer maneuvers of tile department of 
Columbia to Northern Oregon and to 
the Colville reservation, on the bound­ 
ary between Washington and Canada, 
and the danger in those regions has 
been m aterially decreased. 
In response to hurry up orders a 
company of the Fourteenth infantry 
left the train on which the Second 
battalion was returning to Fort H ar­ 
rison 
from Am erican

and proceeded into the forest near

Al>dul Ham id’s w ires continue to be 
n source of perplexity to the Turkish 
government. 
Their number was esti­ 
mated not to exceed 200. including fe­ 
male slaves of all ranks, but the minis­ 
try of finance found itself confronted 
by claims front TIO women who de­ 
manded from the ex-sultan's successor 
compensation to Hie tune of $800,000. 
The government refused to pay thin 
sum. but proposed that the chamber

monthly pensions ranging from $4.25 
to $21.25. which even in frugal Turkey 
is a pretty meager subsistence.

whereupon tile finance minister retort­

that the women were lone and

Other deputies suggested that as the 
women came mostly from Asia Minor 
or Albania they should be sent back 
to their native provinces to lie cared 
for In* ally. 
Here the members for the provinces 
concerned jumped up and pointed out 
indignantly that the families of t ii"so 
women had received good money for 
them by se llin g 'them to Yildiz kiosk 
aud that the local authorities could not 
now be expected to provide for their 
maintenance. 
Other 
deputies 
again 
firmly refused to do anything at all 
for the ex-sultan’s grass widows so 
long as w ives and mothers of Ottoman 
soldiers who had bled for their coun­ 
try were living iii dire poverty. 
Finally a small majority was found 
for the government’s project, aud so 
the women of the harem may look for­ 
ward to receiving their little [tension, 
at all events until 11)20.
